In  obedience  to  a  ruling  of  the  United  States  Bureau  of 
Education  continuing  in  force  from  and  after  the  year  1916, 
this  Institution  must  refuse  to  receive  students  below  the 
Seventh  Grade  of  the  States  Suggested  Course  of  Study  for 
the  Common  Schools,  unless  such  students  can  see  their  way 
clear  to  put  in  at  least  half  of  their  time  in  some  trade  or  in- 
dustry. Therefore  students  who  have  not  completed  the 
Sixth  Grade  of  the  State's  Common  School  Course  are  advis- 
ed not  to  apply  unless  they  can  work  half-time  at  some  trade 
or  industry.

GENERAL  INFORMATION 

BRIEF  HISTORY. 

Lands,  Buildings  and  Improvements. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Jeremiah  Chamberlain,  the  Alcorn  Agricul- 
tural and  Mechanical  College  had  its  beginning  as  Oakland  College, 
founded  in  1828,  by  the  Southern  Presbyterians,  for  white  male 
students. 

Owing  to  the  general  crash  in  social  and  industrial  conditions, 
brought  on  by  the  war  between  the  States,  the  property  became 
involved,  and,  in  1871,  the  grounds  and  buildings  were  sold,  the  State 
becoming  the  purchaser,  and  the  name  changed  to  that  of  Alcorn 
University,  in  honor  of  the  lamented  James  L.  Alcorn,  then  Governor 
of  the  State,  and  dedicated  to  the  higher  education  of  the  colored 
youth  of  the  State. 

For  a  number  of  years  the  State  of  Mississippi  appropriated  as  much 
as  $50,000,00  per  annum  for  the  support  of  the  College.  But  bankruptcy 
having  overtaken  the  State,  and  owing  to  the  conditions  that  prevailed 
over  the  South  in  general  soon  after  the  war,  the  Legislature,  in  1878,  recog- 
nized the  school,  and  again  changed  its  name  to  that  of  The  Alcorn 
Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College,  the  better  to  comply  with  the 
Act  of  Congress  of  July,  1862,  a  part  of  which  is  given  here: 

General  United  States  No.  1 — Act  in  Relation  to  Agricultural  Colleges. 

(U.  S.  Statutes,  Vol.  12,  Chapter  130,  page  503.) 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America,  in  Congress  Assembled,  That  there 
be  granted  to  the  several  States,  for  the  purpose  hereinafter  men- 
tioned, an  amount  of  public  land  to  be  apportioned  to  each  State,  a 
quantity  equal  to  thirty  thousand  acres  for  each  Senator  and  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  to  which  the  States  are  respectively  entitled  by 
the  appointment  under  the  census  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty. 

'Sec^  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  lands  aforesaid,  after 
being  surveyed,  shall  be  apportioned  to  the  several  States  in  sections 
or  subdivisions  of  sections,  not  less  than  one-quarter  of  a  section 
*  *  *  said  script  to  be  sold  by  said  States  and  the  proceeds  thereof 
applied  to  the  use  and  purposes  prescribed  in  this  Act,  and  for  no  other 
use  or  purpose  whatsoever. 

Sec  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  money  derived  from  the 
sale  of  land  aforesaid,  by  the  States  to  which  the  lands  are  apportioned, 
and  from  the  sales  of  lands  and  scripts  hereinbefore  provided  for,  shall 
be  invested  in  stocks  of  the  United  States,  or  of  the  States,  or  somfc 
other  safe  stocks  yieding  not  less  than  five  per  centum  upon  the  par 
value  of  said  stocks;  and  that  the  moneys  so  invested  shall  constitute  a 
perpetual  fund,  the  capital  of  which  shall  remain  forever  undiminished, 
except  so  far  as  may  be  provided  for  in  section  fifth  of  this  Act,  and 
the  interest  of  which  shall  be  inviolably  appropriated  by  each  State, 
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which  may  take  and  claim  the  benefit  of  this  Act  to  the  endowment, 
support  and  maintenance  of  at  least  one  college,  where  the  leading 
objects  shall  be,  without  excluding  other  scientific  and  classical  studies, 
and  including  military  tactics,  to  teach  such  branches  of  learning  as 
are  related  to  agricultural  and  mechanical  arts  *  *  *  in  order  to 
promote  the  liberal  and  practical  education  of  the  industrial  classes  in 
the  several  pursuits  and  professions  of  life. 

The  Agricultural  Land  Script  Fund,  donated  by  the  United  States 
Government  in  this  State,  had  increased  to  $227,150  when  the  Legisla- 
ture, in  1878,  divided  it  equally  between  the  Agricultural  and  Mechan- 
ical College  at  Starkville  and  this  College,  giving  to  each  $113,575,  the 
interest  on  which  is  $6,814.50  per  annum. 

The  above  sum  ($6,814.50),  however,  continued  to  be  the  chief  item 
in  the  annual  support  fund  till  the  year  1890,  when,  by  an  Act  of  Con- 
gress, known  as  the  New  Morrill  Bill,  which  then  became  a  law 
entitled,  "An  Act  to  apply  a  portion  of  the  proceeds  of  tne  Public* 
Lands  to  the  more  complete  endowment  and  support  of  the  colleges 
for  the  benefit  of  agriculture  and  mechanic  arts,  established  under  the 
provisions  of  an  Act  of  Congress,  approved  July  2,  1862,"  each  State 
and  Territory  legally  claiming  the  benefit  of  said  Act  of  1862  received 
an  additional  sum  of  $15,000  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1890;  $16,000 
for  the  year  ending  June,  1891,  etc.,  the  said  $15,000  for  the  year  1890 
being  annually  increased  by  $1,000  for  ten  years,  when  the  sum  should 
be  $25,000,  and  should  so  continue  at  that  fixed  sum  upon  the  condition 
that  in  States  requiring  separate  schools  for  white  and  negro  children, 
an  equitable  division  of  the  amount  received  by  said  States  should  be 
made  for  the  agricultural  and  mechanical  education  of  the  children 
of  the  two  races. 

In  the  State  of  Mississippi,  a  division  of  this  sum  is  made  upon  the 
basis  of  the  educable  population  of  the  two  races.  From  this  source 
this  Institution  has  received,  since  1900,  about  $13,000  in  round 
numbers. 

As  to  how  the  New  Morrill  Bill  Fund  may  be  used,  the  following, 
taken  from  a  circular  letter  sent  by  the  Commissioner  of  Education, 
dated  January,  1892,  and  addressed  to  President  of  Agriculture  and  the 
Mechanical  Arts,  will  show: 

"In  this  your  attention  is  respectfully  invited  to  the  limitations 
placed  by  the  Act  upon  money  received,  which  is  to  be  applied  only  to 
instruction  in  agriculture,  the  mechanic  arts,  the  English  language, 
and  the  various  branches  of  mathematical,  physical,  natural  and 
economic  sciences,  with  special  reference  to  their  application  in  the 
industries  of  life  and  the  facilities  for  such  instruction.  It  is  held  by 
the  Secretary  that  this  language  authorizes,  besides  the  payments  of 
salaries,  the  purchase  from  this  money  of  apparatus,  machinery,  text- 
books, reference  books,  stock,  and  material  used  in  instruction,  or  for 
purposes  of  illustration  in  connection  with  any  of  the  branches 
enumerated." 
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In  1895,  the  Congress  passed  an  Act  giving  to  the  State  another 
allotment  of  lands,  to  be  sold  and  the  proceeds  from  which  to  be  used 
for  the  more  complete  endowment  and  support  of  the  agricultural  and 
mechanical  colleges  of  the  State.  From  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the 
lands  thereby  allotted  to  this  College,  we  received  an  annual  interest 
amounting  to  seven  thousand  five  hundred  ($7,500)  dollars. 

By  virtue  of  an  Act  of  Congress,  known  as  the  "Nelson  Act," 
approved  March  4,  1897,  the  said  "New  Morrill  Bill"  of  1890  was 
amended,  and  the  $25,000  provided  in  the  Morrill  Bill  as  received  by 
the  several  States,  was  increased  $5,000  annually,  for  five  years, 
when  the  sum  received  by  the  several  States  and  Territories  would  be 
$50,000.  All  necessary  expenses  above  this  amount  are  provided  for 
by  legislative  appropriations. 

As  to  how  the  funds  from  this  source  are  to  be  apportioned  and 
applied,  the  following  is  taken  from  a  circular  letter  issued  by'  the 
Bureau  of  Education,  Department  of  the  Interior,  and  addressed  to 
the  Presidents,  Treasurers,  Boards  of  Control,  etc.,  of  State  Agricul- 
tural Colleges: 

Department  of  Interior, 

BUREAU  OF  EDUCATION. 

Washington,  D.  C,  April  17,  1907. 
To  Presidents,  Treasurers,  and  Boards  of  Control  of  State  Colleges 
of  Agriculture  and  Mechanic  Arts  and  of  Institutions  of  Like 
Character  for  Education  of  Colored  Students: 
Gentlemen — Your  attention  is  respectfully  invited  to  the  enclosed 
copy  of  a  provision  in  an  Act  of  Congress  approved  March  4,  1907, 
entitled,  "An  Act  making  appropriations  for  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1908,"  increasing  the  annual 
appropriation  made  by  Congress  under  an  Act  approved  August  30, 
1890,  in  aid  of  colleges  of  agriculture  and  mechanic  arts. 

In  answer  to  several  questions  in  connection  with  the  administration 
of  this  new  provision  of  law  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior, 
it  has  been  decided,  under  date  of  April  5,  1907: 

1.  That  legislative  assent  by  the  several  States  and  Territories  to 
the  purposes  of  the  new  appropriation  is  not  necessary. 

2.  That  in  States  and  Territories  where  separate  institutions  are 
maintained  for  the  education  of  colored  students  in  agriculture  and 
mechanic  arts,  the  funds  must  be  divided  between  institutions  for 
white  and  colored  students,  respectively.  The  increase  of  the  appro- 
priation provided  by  the  Act  of  March  4,  1907,  must  be  divided  between 
the  institutions  for  white  and  colored  students  on  the  same  basis  as 
are  the  funds  received  under  the  Act  of  August  30,  1890. 

3.  The  funds  appropriated  need  not  be  expended  for  instruction  in 
all  of  the  branches  of  study  mentioned  in  the  Act  of  August  30,  1890, 
but  may  be  expended  for  instruction  in  any  one  or  more  of  them,  as, 
for  example,  in  agriculture. 
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Special  attention  is  invited  to  that  part  of  the  new  law  providing 
that  a  portion  of  the  increase  of  the  appropriation  may  be  used  by  the 
institutions  "for  providing  courses  for  the  special  preparation  of 
instructors  for  teaching  the  elements  of  agriculture  and  mechanic 
arts."  With  the  increasing  number  of  secondary  schools  of  agriculture 
and  industrial  trade  schools,  and  with  the  introduction  of  agriculture 
into  the  courses  of  study  of  elementary  and  high  schools,  there  will 
arise  a  considerable  demand  for  specially  prepared  teachers  to  give 
instruction  in  the  special  branches  of  study.  To  meet  this  demand, 
Congress  has  provided  that  a  portion  of  the  new  appropriation  may  be 
expended  for  this  special  purpose.

Situation  and  Means  of  Access 

The  College  is  situated  8  miles  west  of  Lorman,  Miss.,  in  Claiborne 
County.  Lorman  is  about  forty  miles  south  of  Vicksburg,  on  the  Y.  & 
M.  V.  R.  R.  and  has  four  Local  Passenger  Trains  daily,  two  north  and 
two  south,  which  afford  convenient  means  of  transportation  for  students 
and  others  wishing  to  come  to  the  College. 

Those  who  desire  may  also  reach  the  College  by  river,  coming  via 
Rodney,  Miss.,  which  is  about  5  miles  west  of  the  Institution. 

The  College  also  has  connected  with  it  a  long  distance  telephone  and 
telegrams  may  be  sent  and  received  by  telephone. 

The  College  Post  Office  is  known  as  Alcorn,  Claiborne  County,  Miss., 
with  Money  Order  and  Registry  Departments. 

The  College  maintains  a  regular  hack  line  daiiy  between  Lorman  and 
the  Institution,  and  all  persons  who  desire  may  secure  passage  at  the 
regular  fee  of  75c  a  trip  and  trunks  from  25c  to  35c,  owing  to  size. 

All  students  coming  via  Rodney  should  notify  the  President  in  ad- 
vance should  they  desire  College  conveniences. 

All  express  matter  should  be  sent  to  Lorman,  Jefferson  County, 
Miss.,  care  of  the  Alcorn  A.  &  M.  College. 


Our  Buildings 

Our  buildings,  exclusive  of  the  President's  Home  and  eighteen  cot- 
tages for  teachers,  consisted  formerly  of  six  dormitories  for  male  stu- 
dents, but  owing  to  fire  the  last  session,  we  lost  Academic  Hall,  which 
was  totally  lost,  as  it  was  uninsured.  We  have  one  dormitory  for  girls, 
the  value  of  which  is  $15,600. 

The  other  buildings  are  Main  Building  containing  recitation  rooms, 
Chapel,  College  Library,  and  Secretary's  Office,  worth  about  $100,000.00; 
Students  Infirmary,   two  stories  and  worth  about  $3,000.00;  Chemical

Laboratory  valued  at  $800;  Industrial  Building,  containing  apartments 
for  the  Blacksmithing  and  Wheelwrighting  Department,  the  Shoe  and 
Leather  Industries  Department,  the  Painting  Department,  the  Carpen- 
try Department,  and  also  the  Cabinet  Department,  worth  with  equip- 
ment about  $20,000;  a  Dining  Hall  worth  about  $8,000;  a  Horse  Barn 
and  Granary  worth  about  $1,000;  and  a  Cow  Barn  worth  about  $800.00; 
Steam  Laundry,  $4,000. 

Aim  and  Purpose 

It  is  the  aim  and  purpose  of  the  management  of  this  Institution,  in 
accordance  with  the  larger  aims  which  called  it  into  existence,  so  to  fit 
the  girls  and  boys,  the  young  men  and  young  women  who  attend  here, 
mentally,  morally,  and  industrially  that  as  they  go  from  us  they  will  au- 
tomatically fit  into  the  economic  scheme  of  the  state  and  nation  so  that 
they  will  be  well-nigh  indispensable  in  their  several  communities. 

To  that  end  the  Institution,  as  far  as  possible,  is  made  a  home  for 
those  who  attend.  Not  only  their  intellectual,  but  also  their  social, 
moral  and  industrial  training  receive  careful  attention. 

To  further  these  ends  the  use  of  intoxicating  liquors  and  the  smok- 
ing of  tobacco  are  prohibited  on  our  grounds,  the  use  of  tobacco  in  any 
form  is  discouraged  and  the  playing  at  cards  or  dice,  or  other  games  of 
chance  is  strictly  forbidden. 

Expenses 

Tuition  is  free  to  all  Mississippi  students.  To  all  others  tuition  is 
$15.00  per  year  in  advance. 

Other  expenses  common  to  all  students  are  as  follows: 

Contingent  Fee,  per  year  in  advance $  3.00 

Use  of  Furniture,  per  year  in  advance 2.50 

Fuel  and  Light,  per  year  in  advance 5.00 

Medical  Fee,  per  year  in  advance 3.50 

Transportation 1.00 

Laundering,  per  month  in  advance 1.00 

Table  Board,  per  month  in  advance 12.00 

Total  Entrance  Fee $28.00 

Total  Monthly  Fees  After  First  Month $13.00 

No  reduction  will  be  made  from  annual  fees  for  any  fraction  of  a 
year,  and  none  from  monthly  fees  for  less  than  15  days. 

Male  students  desiring  to  enter  should  bring  with  them  not  less  than 
$34.00;  thus  allowing  $28.00  for  their  entrance  fee,  and  at  least  $6.00  for 
books. 

Female  students  are  advised  to  bring  with  them  $34.00  plus  enough 
to  buy  their  college  uniforms  and  cap,  which  will  be  about  $20.00  addi- 
tional.   This  would  make  the  total  for  female  students  about  $54.00. 

The  Contingent  Fee  ($3.00)  is  required  to  be  deposited  by  each  stu- 
dent as  he  enters,  as  a  part  of  his  Entrance  Fee,  and  is  held  to  indem. 
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nify  the  Institution  against  breakage,  defacement  or  damage  to  prop- 
erty, or  any  shortage  that  may  occur  in  any  of  the  students  accounts. 

This  sum,  however,  will  be  returned  to  the  student  upon  his  perma- 
nent leave  of  the  Institution,  or  at  the  close  of  the  year,  in  the  event 
that  no  such  breakage  or  damage  to  property,  or  account  shortage  has 
occurred. 

Those  who  become  sick  enough  to  take  meals  at  the  Hospital  will 
not  be  boarded,  as  heretofore,  at  the  same  rate,  as  they  board  at  the 
Dining  Hall,  but  will  be  charged  fifty  cents  (50)  per  day  while  taking 
meals  there. 

Fees  for  board  and  washing  must  be  paid  monthly,  in  advance,  and 
any  student  failing  to  pay  his  bill  at  the  beginning  of  the  month  will  be 
charged  at  the  rate  of  50c  per  day,  instead  of  at  the  monthly  rate  of  40c 
per  day.  Students  not  having  paid  by  the  15th  may  be  deprived  of  the 
privileges  of  the  Institution. 

Students  who  remain  on  the  campus  longer  than  24  hours  without 
having  made  permanent  arrangements  for  boarding  may  be  charged  25c 
per  meal  for  all  meals  taken. 
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GENERAL  REGULATIONS 

What  Students  Should  Bring 

All  students  are  required  to  bring  with  them  the  following  articles: 
two  pillow  cases,  two  sheets,  two  quilts  or  blankets,  four  towels,  a 
change  of  night  robes,  two  bags  for  soiled  linen,  one  spread  and  pillow. 
In  addition  to  these,  each  female  student  is  advised  to  bring  with  her  a 
pair  of  rubbers,  a  rain  coat,  umbrella,  and  three  table  napkins. 

College  Uniform  for  Girls 

Economy  and  moderation  in  the  matter  of  dress  being  cardinal  vir- 
tues, each  girl  student  is  required  to  wear  the  College  uniform;  which 
consists  of  simple  gingham  material  for  every  day  wear,  and  a  prescrib- 
ed special  uniform  for  stated  occasions. 

In  order  that  there  may  be  absolute  uniformity  both  as  to  material 
and  workmanship,  provision  is  made  whereby  all  uniform  material  can 
be  purchased  on  the  grounds  after  the  student  arrives,  and  made  up  in 
the  Department's  sewing  rooms;  and  students  are  advised  not  to  at- 
tempt the  purchase  and  make-up  of  their  uniforms  before  coming. 

Students  will  be  expected  to  conform  cheerfully  to  the  regulations 
in  the  matter  of  dress,  and  no  student  is  privileged  to  discard  the  uni- 
form without  having  previously  consulted  the  Matron  in  Charge. 

Transportation  Regulations. 

The  fare  between  the  College  and  Lorman  is  75c  per  capita,  each  way. 
Trunks,  from  25c  to  35c,  according  to  size.  The  fare  to  other  points  will 
be  fixed  at  reasonable  rates. 

By  order  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  College,  all  persons 
desiring  to  be  matriculated  into  the  Institution  will  be  required  to 
patronize  the  College  team,  and  will  be  further  required  to  do  so  while 
a  member  of  the  school. 

Adequate  accommodations  will  be  furnished  for  passengers  and  bag- 
gage. However,  should  the  College  team  be  inadequate  to  meet  the  de- 
mands on  any  day,  other  teams  may  be  employed. 

From  each  student  that  matriculates  shall  be  collected  at  the  Treas- 
urer's office  one  ($1.00T  dollar  in  addition  to  his  regular  matriculation 
fee,  for  transportation  of  himself  and  baggage. 


Admission 

All  applicants  for  admission  to  this  Institution  must  be  of  good  moral 
character  and  not  under  fifteen  years  of  age;  also,  they  should  be  of  the 
Seventh  Grade,  or  higher.  However,  instruction  in  Sixth  Grade  subjects 
will  be  given  to  a  limited  number  of  deserving  male  students  not  under 
eighteen  years  of  age,  who  are  unable  to  make  a  higher  grade,  and  who, 
according  to  the  recent  ruling  of  the  National  Bureau  of  Education,  can, 
without  pay,  put  in  half  time  at  some  trade  or  industry. 

Applicants  for  entrance  into  any  grade  must  be  able  to  pass  a  writ- 
ten examination  in  all  the  subjects  of  the  next  lower  grade. 
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The  first  duty  of  every  student  is  to  matriculate;  afterwhich  he 
should  immediately  appear  for  classification  and  instruction. 

No  student  having  any  contagious  disease  will  be  admitted,  and  all 
students  are  required  to  present  a  physician's  certificate  showing  success- 
ful vaccination. 

Other  details  are  set  forth  in  special  circulars,  or  announced  by 
school  authorities. 

Attendance  and  Absences. 

Students  may  not  absent  themselves  from  class  recitations  or  from 
the  morning  devotion  without  permission.  Those  absenting  themselves 
from  class  for  three  consecutive  days,  without  excuse  beforehand,  ex- 
cept in  case  of  sickness  or  other  unavoidable  reasons,  will  not  be  per- 
mitted to  go  on  with  their  classes  without  permission  of  the  President. 
The  industrial  classes  are  regarded  the  same  as  other  classes. 

All  students  are  required  to  attend  Sunday  School  and  Chapel  exer- 
cises on  Sundays  and  Wednesday  evenings. 

Students  may  not  without  special  arrangements  to  that  effect,  re- 
main longer  than  two  days  in  their  grade  without  all  necessary  books. 

Students  having  put  in  less  than  one  month  of  any  term  will  not  be 
permitted  to  take  the  examination  for  that  term  until  they  shall  have 
put  in  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  school  year  in  actual  attendance. 

Tardiness  is  considered  as  an  absence;  therefore,  in  attendance,  up- 
on all  exercises,  students  should  always  be  in  their  places  when  the  bell 
ceases  to  ring. 

Examinations. 

Written  examinations  are  held  at  the  end  of  each  month  and  of  each 
term. 

The  results  of  these  examinations,  together  with  their  daily  records, 
determine  the  students'  term  and  yearly  standing  in  their  grades. 

To  pass  from  grade  to  grade,  students  must  make  a  yearly  average 
of  not  less  than  sixty-five  per  cent,  on  each  subject  of  the  grade  to  which 
they  belong,  and  failing  in  one  subject  the  work  must  be  made  up,  and 
if  one  fail  in  two  subjects,  he  must  repeat  his  class. 

No  student  shall  be  permitted  to  take  the  term  examination  until  all 
his  accounts  due  the  College  shall  have  been  settled. 

Students  found  receiving  or  giving  aid  on  examinations  may  be 
excused  from  the  examination,  their  papers  discarded,  and  the  offend- 
ers punished. 

Students  having  put  in  less  than  one  month  of  any  term  will  not 
be  given  permission  to  take  the  term  examination  for  that  term,  nor 
given  credit  for  the  same  if  taken,  until  they  shall  have  put  in  at  least 
two-thirds  of  the  school  year  in  actual  attendance  in  school. 
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Minimum  Requirements  for  Graduation  and  Promotion 

As  a  means  of  measuring  the  relative  value  of  work  done  by  stu- 
dents of  advanced  classes,  and  also  as  a  means  of  increasing  attendance, 
the  Faculty  recently  adopted  the  Hour  System  for  the  College  Depart- 
ment, and  the  unit  system  for  the  College  Preparatory  Department  of 
this  Institution.  This  regulation  becomes  operative  with  the  opening 
of  the  school  year,  1920-21. 

According  to  this  regulation  a  college  student  who  satisfactorily 
completes  a  full  year's  work  of  180  days  will  have  to  his  credit  a  total 
of  45  term-hours  of  college  work  for  that  year;  and  a  student  of  the 
College  Preparatory  Department  who  satisfactorily  completes  a  full 
year's  work  of  180  days  will  have  to  his  credit  a  total  of  five  units  of 
High  School  work  for  that  year. 

Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  will  therefore  be 
expected  to  have  credits  to  the  amount  of  180  term-hours*  of  college 
work  for  the  four  college  years;  and  graduates  from  the  College  Prepar- 
atory Department  should  have  20  units*  of  high  school  work  to  their 
credit  for  the  four  years. 

Hence,  it  is  advisable  that  all  students  of  this  institution,  especially 
those  of  College  and  College  Preparatory  Departments,  should  be  pres- 
ent at  the  beginning  of  each  school  year  and  remain  throughout  the  full 
session  of  36  weeks.  However,  those  who  find  it  impossible  to  put  in  a 
full  year's  work  of  36  weeks  will,  ordinarily,  except  as  provided  in  (2) 
below,  be  given  advantage  of  the  minimum  requirement  as  outlined  in 
the  following  paragraphs: 

(1. )  A  minimum  of  120  days  of  actual  classroom  attendance  in  each 
grade  is  required  of  all  students  of  this  Institution.  Those  who  fall  be- 
low this  requirement  will  be  compelled  to  remain  in  the  several  grades 
from  which  they  seek  promotion,  until  the  time  limit  has  been  sufficient- 
ly cleared. 

(2. )  To  become  a  candidate  for  graduation  a  student  of  the  Senior 
class  must  have  to  his  credit,  as  a  yearly  average,  a  minimum  of  140 
days  of  actual  classroom  attendance  and  35  term-hours  of  college  work, 
making  a  total  of  not  less  than  560  days  of  attendance  and  140  term- 
hours  of  college  work  for  the  four  years.  The  candidate  must  also  have 
satisfactorily  completed  a  full  year's  work  of  36  weeks  in  residence  at 
Institution,  during  his  Senior  year. 

(3. )  In  order  to  graduate  from  the  College  Preparatory  Department 
a  student  of  the  Fourth  Year  must  have  to  his  credit  as  a  yearly  average 
a  minimum  of  135  days  of  actual  classroom  attendance  and  3|  units  of 
high  school  work,  making  a  total  of  not  less  than  540  days  of  attendance 
and  15  units  of  high-school  work  for  the  four  years. 

(4.)  College  students  who  fail  to  comply  with  regulations  under  (2) 
and  students  of  the  College  Preparatory  Department  who  fail  to  comply

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with  regulations  under  (3)  above  will  not,  when  they  reach  their  Senior 
years,  be  permitted  to  graduate  until  they  shall  have  made  such  other 
credits  at  this  Institution  as  will  be  found  necessary  to  clear  up  all  defi- 
ciencies. To  do  this  will  require  an  extra  year,  or  such  part  of  an  extra 
year  as  the  Faculty  may  designate. 

(5. )  Students  of  the  College  and  College  Preparatory  Departments 
will  hardly  find  it  possible,  without  putting  in  an  extra  year,  to  comply 
with  the  minimum  graduation  requirements  stated  under  (2)  and  (3) 
above,  if  they  for  a  second  time  take  advantage  of  the  minimum  attend- 
ance requirement  stated  in  (1)  above. 

(6. )  Those  who  feel  it  necessary  to  take  advantage  of  the  minimum 
requirements  stated  above  should  do  so  through  the  special  permission  of 
the  President  of  the  Institution;  also,  upon  their  return  to  the  Institu- 
tion, and  before  being  permitted  to  pass  to  the  next  higher  grade  they 
must,  by  passing  rigid  examinations,  satisfy  their  instructors  that  they 
have  sufficiently  mastered  the  work  of  the  several  grades  from  which 
they  seek  promotion. 

(7. )  No  student  should  ask  permission  to  take  advantage  of  the  mini- 
mum requirements  stated  above  except  in  cases  of  extreme  necessity. 

DISCIPLINE 

Rules  Governing  Students 

As  obedience  and  subordination  are  essential  to  the  purpose  of  the 
College,  any  student  who  shall  disobey  a  legal  command  of  the  Presi- 
dent, or  any  professor,  or  instructor,  or  other  superior  officer,  or 
behave  himself  in  a  refractory  or  disrespectful  manner  to  the  consti- 
tuted authorities  of  the  College,  shall  be  dismissed  or  less  severely  pun- 
ished, according  to  the  nature  of  the  offense. 

Any  student  who  has  been  dismissed  from  the  College  must  leave 
the  premises  at  once,  but  by  a  satisfactory  arrangement  with  the  Presi- 
dent, a  stay  of  24  hours  or  longer  may  be  permitted. 

All  official  communications  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  from  any  person 
or  persons  connected  with  the  College,  except  such  reports  as  are 
required  to  be  made  direct  to  the  Board,  shall  be  made  through  the 
President,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  forward  them  to  the  Board  with 
such  remarks  as  he  may  think  proper. 

Students  must  not  leave  the  campus,  except  for  short  walks,  with- 
out the  permission  of  President;  nor  must  they  leave  their  rooms  during 
study  hour  except  by  permission  of  some  teacher  or  monitor. 

After  regular  matriculation,  no  student,  excepting  on  recommenda- 
tion of  the  College  physician,  will  be  permitted  to  go  home  or  elsewhere 
except  at  such  time  as  the  Faculty  may  designate,  unless  the  parent  or 
guardian  shall  have  explicitly  directed  the  President  to  grant  leave. 

All  applications  for  leave  to  go  home  or  elsewhere  must  be  for  a 
specified  time,  and  any  student  who  is  on  leave  of  absence  and  cannot 
return  at  expiration  of  the  time  granted  must  notify  the  President,  giv- 
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ing  reasons  therefor  and  asking  and  extension  and  designating  the  date 
on  which  he  hopes  to  return. 

No  male  student  shall  visit  the  girls'  dormitory  or  College  Infirmary 
without  permission  of  the  President  of  the  Institution,  or  some  person 
designated  by  the  President. 

Cleanliness  of  rooms,  buildings  and  premises,  and  decorous  behavior 
are  required  at  all  times. 

Students  are  required  to  extinguish  their  light  and  retire  at  10:15 
p.  m. 

Christian  Worship 

The  College  aims  to  purify  the  heart  and  make  right  the  spirit  as 
well  as  to  develop  the  mind.  To  this  end  each  day's  work  is  begun 
with  devotional  exercises.  Sunday  School  and  preaching  services  are 
held  every  Sunday  morning;  prayer  meeting  Sunday  and  Wednesday 
nights.  The  Young  Men's  Christian  Association,  the  Young  Women's 
Christian  Association,  meet  weekly  on  Sunday  evening.  These  organiza- 
tions do  much  good.  Students  are  invited  to  attend  all  religious  exercises. 

Library 

The  College  has  a  well  selected  Library,  which  is  used  as  a 
reading  room,  and  supplied  with  some  of  the  best  weeklies, 
dailies  and  monthlies  in  the  country.  The  books  afford  information 
upon  almost  every  subject.    Additions  are  continually  being  made. 

Literary  Adjuncts 

There  are  three  literary  organizations  connected  with  the  Institu- 
tion, viz:  "The  College  Lyceum,"  "The  Literary  Gem"  and  "The  For- 
um. "  These  organizations  afford  the  student  splendid  opportunities  for 
self-expression  and  training  in  appearing  before  the  public  in  various 
capacities.  While  a  teacher  serves  as  critic,  all  of  the  literary  and  ex- 
ecutive work  of  these  societies  is  performed  by  members  of  the  organi- 
zations.

Entrance  Requirements 

Candidates  for  admission  to  the  Freshman  Year  must  qualify  by  ex- 
amination or  by  certificate  on  fifteen  units  of  high  school  work. 

The  National  Conference  Committee  in  Standards  of  Colleges  and 
Secondary  Schools  at  its  meeting  in  1909  recommended  the  following 
statement  of  what  should  be  considered  a  unit: 

"A  unit  represents  a  year's  study  in  any  subject  in  a  secondary 
school,  constituting  approximately  a  quarter  of  a  full  year's  work." 

The  four-year  high  school  course  is  taken  as  a  basis,  and  it  is  assum- 
ed that  the  length  of  the  school  year  is  from  36  to  40  weeks,  that  a 
period  is  from  40  to  60  minutes  in  length,  and  that  the  study  is  pursued 
from  four  to  five  periods  a  week. 

Entrance  by  Certificate 

For  entrance  to  the  College  without  examination,  a  certificate  of  the 
principal  of  an  accredited  school  must  be  presented  recommending  the 
candidate  as  competent  to  pursue  college  studies,  and  showing  fifteen 
units  of  credits  as  follows:

Entrance  by  Examination 

Candidates  who  do  not  present  from  an  accredited  school  certificates 
covering  the  entrance  described  above,  must  pass  satisfactory  examina- 
tions in  such  subjects  of  the  required  and  the  elective  list  above,  as 
will  give  evidence  of  preparation  equivalent  to  that  furnished  by  a  four 
year  high  school  course. 

Requirements  for  Graduation 

The  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  must  have  pur- 
sued studies  in  residence  for  at  least  one  full  college  year  of  thirty-six 
weeks  during  his  Senior  year  and  must  receive  the  recommendation  of 
the  Faculty  for  that  degree. 

All  required  subjects  must  have  been  satisfactorily  completed,  and 
the  candidate's  record  should  show  total  credits  to  the  amount  of  one 
hundred  and  eighty  (180)  term-hours  of  college  work,  a  term-hour  being 
defined  as  the  satisfactory  completion  of  a  college  subject  that  requires 
one  recitation  per  week  for  twelve  weeks,  the  recitation  period  being 
not  less  than  45  minutes  in  length.  ( For  minimum  requirements,  see 
General  Regulations,  page  15.

DESCRIPTION  OF  COURSES 
Economics 

This  course  is  an  advanced  one  in  a  study  of  the  Principles  and  their 
Application  to  the  problems  of  the  Production,  Exchange  and  the  Dis- 
tribution of  Wealth.     Text,  Laughlin's.     Credit:  3J  hours. 

Education 

1.  Introduction  to  Education.— A  brief  consideration  of  the  chief 
topics  in  various  branches  of  education — such  as  the  learning  process, 
choice  of  subjects  of  study,  methods  of  teaching  and  classroom  manage- 
ment, etc.     Two  hours.     Sophomore  Year. 

2.  Psychology. — See  Philosophy  1. 

3.  History  of  Modern  Education. — A  study  of  the  important  educa- 
tional institutions  and  theories  that  have  flourished  since  1500.  The  aim 
is  to  show  that  social  and  economic  changes  precede  and  determine  edu- 
cational changes;  and  to  give  an  adequate  presentation  of  a  few  repre- 
sentative men  and  movements  that  have  enfluenced  the  course  of  educa- 
tion.   Three  hours.     First  and  second  terms.     Senior  Year. 
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English 

Stated  broadly,  the  aim  of  the  Department  of  English  is  two-fold: 
First,  to  give  the  student  command  of  the  art  of  effective  communica- 
tion of  thought  in  spoken  and  written  English  for  use  in  his  public  and 
private  life;  second,  to  deepen  and  enrich  the  student's  life  and  broaden 
his  out-look. 

These  ends  are  sought  by  means  of  instruction  in  Composition  and 
English  Speech  and  Literature. 

English  1.  Composition. — An  intensive  study  of  paragraph  struc- 
ture and  development.  Instruction  and  practice  in  narration,  descrip- 
tion, exposition  and  argument.  Two  long  themes,  from  1000  to  1500 
words  in  length,  are  required  each  term.  Shorter  themes  at  pleasure  of 
instructor.  Themes  are  criticized  and  used  as  working  bases  for  much 
of  the  class  discussion.  Constant  drill  in  oral  composition  and  standard 
usage.  The  work  throughout  the  course  is  essentially  practical.  Tnree 
hours.     Freshman  Year. 

English  2.  Argumentation  and  Debating. — This  course  is  designed 
for  those  who  disire  further  practice  in  argumentative  discourse.  The 
aim  is  to  give  training  in  logical  and  systematic  methods  of  thought. 
Practice  is  given  in  preparation  of  briefs  and  in  oral  debates.  Text: 
Baker  and  Huntington's  Principles  of  Argumentation.  Two  hours.  Sec- 
ond and  third  terms. 

English  3.  A  General  Survey  of  English  Literature.— A  study  of 
the  life  and  literature  of  the  English  people  from  Beowulf  to  Kipling, 
with  special  emphasis  on  nineteenth-century  literature.  Outside  read- 
ings accompany  classroom  work.  Class  discussions,  written  reports, 
lectures.  Texts:  Halleck's  New  English  Literature;  Century  Readings  in 
English  Literature.     Three  hours.     Sophomore  Year. 

English  4.  American  Literature.— A  study  of  the  history  and  devel- 
opment of  American  literature  from  the  earliest  times  to  the  present 
day,  with  special  attention  to  New  England  and  Southern  authors.  Em- 
phasis is  laid  on  the  social  and  intellectual  forces  in  American  life  and 
history  as  they  have  found  expression  in  representative  literature. 
Class  discussions,  written  reports,  lectures.  Texts:  Bronson's  A  History 
of  American  Literature,  Page's  The  Chief  American  Poets.  Three  hours. 
First  and  second  terms.     Junior  Year. 

English  5.  Shakespeare.  — A  careful  study  of  a  few  of  the  plays  of 
Shakespeare,  with  a  rapid  reading  of  a  number  of  others.  The  aim  is  to 
give  the  student  a  knowledge  of  the  Shakesperian  forms  of  expression, 
of  the  Shakesperian  vocabulary,  and  of  some  fundamental  principles  of 
dramatic  structure.     Three  hours.     Third  term.     Junior  Year. 

English  6.  Essay  Writing. — A  study  of  the  nature  and  style  of  the 
essay,  chiefly  expository,  as  illustrated  in  leading  magazine  articles  and 
editorials,  and  in  representative  essays  of  the  nineteenth  century.  Con- 
stant practice  in  essay-writing  on  subjects  of  direct  interest  to  the  stu- 
dent. Individual  and  group  conferences.    Drill  in  accuracy  of  expression, 
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condensation,    proportion   and  emphasis.      Three  hours.      First  term. 
Senior  Year. 

English  7.  Literary  Criticism. — A  study  of  the  fundamental  princi- 
ples by  which  a  work  of  literature  is  judged.  Critical  reading  of  master- 
pieces of  prose  and  poetry,  class  discussion,  lectures.  Text:  Winchester's 
Principles  of  Literary  Criticism.  Three  hours.  Second  and  third  terms. 
Senior  Y*ar. 

English  Speech 

(a)  Study  of  the  mechanism  of  oral  expression  and  the  art  of  agree- 
able speech.  Practice  in  delivering  formal  addresses  and  orations.  One 
hour.     Freshman  Year. 

(b)  A  continuation  of  (a).     One  hour.     Sophomore  Year. 

(c)  Public  Speaking.  The  aim  is  to  develop  the  ability  to  address 
an  audience  effectively  and  preside  satisfactorily  at  meetings  of  various 
kinds.  A  study  of  the  essentials  of  public  speaking.  Practice  in  the  de- 
livery of  prepared  extemporaneous  speeches,     One  hour.     Junior  Year. 

(d)  Dramatic  Presentation.  The  analysis  and  interpretation  of 
modern  and  classic  drama.  Those  chosen  for  this  course  take  part  in 
presentations  in  public.     One  hour. 

History 

History  1. — English  History.  This  course  is  designed  to  cover  the 
field  of  English  History,  noting  especially  the  social  and  political  devel- 
opment of  the  English  people. 

The  textbook  in  use  is  Montgomery's  Leading  Facts  of  English  His- 
tory.    Five  hours  a  week.     First  and  second  terms. 

History  2. — American  History.  Four  hours  a  week.  Third  term  of 
Freshman  year. 

History  2. — American  History.  Four  hours  a  week,  first  and  second 
terms  of  Sophomore  year.  Textbooks  used  are  Hart's  Formation  of  the 
Union,  and  Wilson's  Division  and  Reunion. 

English  history  is  so  interwoven  with  American  history  that  the 
student  of  American  history  can  not  fully  appreciate  the  origin  and 
growth  of  the  latter  without  a  working  knowledge  of  the  former.  Much 
attention  is  therefore  given  to  the  social,  political,  and  industrial  de- 
velopment of  that  government  as  well  as  to  the  biography  of  its  leaders. 
Regular  text  book  work  is  supplemented  by  collateral  reading  and  dis- 
cussions of  current  topics.     As  in  history  b,  note  books  are  required. 

Mathematics 

Mathematics  1.  Group  (a)  will  include  College  Algebra  3J  hours  and 
1§  hours  of  Plane  Geometry  completing  the  work  of  College  Algebra  and 
Plane  Geometry  for  the  Freshman  year. 

Mathematics  2.  Group  (b).  The  Sophomores  will  begin  and  com- 
plete the  work  of  Solid  Geometry  including  the  Conic  Sections  and  Spher- 
ical Geometry,  solving  problems  based  upon  the  Sphere,  Cone,  Ellipse, 
Parallopiped,  etc.,  with  block  figures  used  in  illustrating  the  work. 
This  course  will  include  5  hours  of  solid  work  throughout  the  year. 
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Mathematics  3.  Group  (d).  Plane  and  Spherical  Trigonometry  for 
the  Juniors  for  2£  hours  including  a  thorough  knowledge  of  all  formulas 
for  solving  plane,  oblique  and  spherical  triangles,  with  the  use  of 
logarithm  as  well  as  natural  sines  and  cosines  in  facilitating  the  cal- 
culations. 

This  work  will  cover  half  year  and  the  other  half  year  will  be  dovot- 
ed  to  Plane  Surveying  with  field  practice  including  the  use  and  care  and 
adjustments  of  such  instruments  as  the  Plane  Surveyors  Compass,  and 
also  the  Transit  which  is  adaptable  not  only  to  Plane  Surveying  but  to 
the  surveying  of  inaccessible  heights  and  distances.  Special  emphasis 
will  be  placed  upon  the  relation  that  these  subjects  bear  to  the  mechanic 
arts.  Difficult  problems  of  inaccessible  heights  and  distances  will  be 
solved  in  this  course,  and  figures  drawn  illustrating  the  work.  The  Jun- 
iors will  also  briefly  discuss  the  History  of  Mathematics  according  to  the 
ten  most  famous  British  Mathematicians. 

Textbooks  used  in  the  above  courses  will  be  Wells,  Robinson,  Wells 
&  Harts,  with  Baggots  Plane  Surveying  used  as  a  supplementary  text: 
The  Junior  Year  Mathematics  will  include  5  hours  of  solid  work  of  pure 
and  applied  mathematics  throughout  the  year. 

Philosophy 

1.  Psychology. — This  course  aims  to  give  the  student  a  general 
knowledge  of  the  mental  processess.  It  includes  the  study  of  the  rela- 
tions of  body  and  mind,  consciousness,  attention,  habit,  sensation,  mem- 
ory, feeling  and  volition,  imagination,  etc. ,  and  the  relation  of  psycho- 
logy to  natural  science.  Four  hours.  First  and  second  terms.  Junior  year. 

2.  Logic— This  course  deals  with  logic  as  the  science  and  art  of 
thinking.  The  topics  discussed  are  those  usually  found  in  a  survey  of 
logic— the  various  forms  of  judgment,  inductive  and  deductive  reason- 
ing, use  of  hypothesis,  syllogisms  and  fallacies,  etc.  Three  hours.  First 
term.     Senior  year. 

3.  Ethics.— This  course  considers:  The  evolution  of  the  moral  pro- 
blem, the  nature  of  moral  conduct,  current  ethical  theories,  etc.,  and 
the  application  of  these  to  the  present  problems  of  social  and  individual 
life.  It  aims  to  cultivate  an  intelligent  attitude  toward  the  great  moral 
questions  and  movements  of  today.  Two  hours.  Second  and  third  terms. 
Senior  year. 

SCIENCE— 1 

a— Zoology. 

This  subject  covers  a  period  of  three  months  in  the  Freshman  year. 
The  student  is  led  to  understand  the  generic  terms,  the  steps  in  Classi- 
fication, through  Branches,  Classes,  Orders,  Genuses  and  Species  and 
these  are  always  associated  with  the  animal's  common  name.  The 
animals  of  the  several  Branches  are  carefully  studied,  their  chief 
differences  from  other  branches,  their  Habitat,  Detriment  and  Benefit 
to  man.     Local  and  Domestic  animals  are  studied  with  especial  care 
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and  system.  About  one-half  of  the  time  is  used  capturing  specimens 
and  Classifying  them.  Each  student  mounts  a  given  number  of  Inver- 
tebrates and  Vertebrates,  the  latter  being  generally  preserved  in 
alcohol  for  study.  These  are  kept  for  future  use  in  the  Biological 
Laboratory. 

b— Botany. 

This  course  covers  the  last  six  months  in  the  Freshman  year. 
It  embraces  a  more  thorough  and  exhaustive  study  of  the  plant,  each 
chapter  leading  the  student  into  more  complex  facts  and  elements  of 
the  plant  life.  Their  special  uses  to  man,  their  habitat,  their  adapta- 
tion to  peculiar  soils,  their  healthful  and  injurious  effects,  are  carefully 
studied,  the  work  leading  from  Generalization  to  Specialization.  The 
student  is  taught  to  investigate  the  laws  and  general  agents  influencing 
plant  life.  The  Herbarium  is  used  in  the  last  three  months  for  draw- 
ing diagrams  of  the  Plant  and  Flower,  and  for  mounting  and  preserving 
the  parts  of  the  plant. 

SCIENCE— 2. 

College  Physics. 

College  Physics. — Sophomore  Year.  Six  hours  a  week  equally  divid- 
ed between  class  room  and  laboratory  work.  Text  book:  Tourney  and 
Smith. 

SCIENCE-3. 

a— Geology. 

Geology. — Junior  Year.    Two  terms.      Four  hours  a  week  with  two 

hours  of  laboratory  work,  including  the  study  of  the  common  rocks  and 

minerals,  together  with  the  methods  used  in  identifying  them  by  means 

of  their  physical  and  chemical  properties. 

b— Chemistry. 

Chemistry. — Junior  Year.  Third  Term.  Four  hours  a  week,  with 
two  hours  of  laboratory  work,  includes  the  study  of  the  non-metals  and 
the  metals.  Special  attention  is  given  to  the  more  important  applica- 
tions of  General  Chemistry.     Textbook:  Hancock  and  Fuller. 

SCIENCE— 4. 

Organic  Chemistry. 

Organic  Chemistry. — Senior  Year.  Four  hours  a  week  with  four 
hours  of  Laboratory  work  for  the  first  term.  This  course  includes  the 
study  of  the  Carbon  Compounds.  Attention  is  paid  to  the  starches 
sugars,  alcohols,  ethers,  etc. ,  with  reference  to  their  composition,  econo- 
mic use  and  commercial  value. 

Qualitative  Analysis— Second  term,  with  laboratory  work. 

Quantitative  Analysis— Third* term,  with  laboratory; work. 
Textbook :  Hancoch'andJFuller. 
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Sociology 

(a)  An  introduction  to  the  Study  of  Society.  The  object  of  this 
course  is  to  drill  the  student  thoroughly  in  the  nature  of  human  soicety. 
Much  time  is  given  to  the  study  of  Social  problems,  both  urban  and 
rural. 

Each  student  is  reguired  to  make  a  study  of  some  special  town  or 
community  with  special  reference  to  its  social  anatomy. 

The  course  is  divided  into  two  terms,  the  first  being  given  to  the 
origin,  and  scope  of  Sociology,  the  various  views  of  the  early  pioneers, 
Spencer,  Compte,  Forde  and  Ward  being  thouroughly  discussed. 

The  second  term  deals  with  the  problems,  of  crime,  punishment, 
social  and  unsocial,  individuals  emphasizing  the  best  means  and  methods 
of  dealing  with  all  problems  effecting  modern  society.  Small  and  Vin- 
cents book  on  the  study  of  society  is  used  as  a  text,  but  collateral  helps 
are  used  from  time  to  time  dealing  with  problems  effecting  the  Negro 
race.  This  course  is  open  to  the  Seniors  only,  or  persons  whose  training 
has  been  sufficiently  developed  to  draw  conclusions  from  careful  and 
critical  observation. 
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COLLEGE  PREPARATORY 

Applicants  for  admission  to  the  First  Year  College  Preparatory  must 
have  completed  the  Eighth  Grade  of  this  institution,  or  pass  examinations 
giving  satisfactory  evidence  of  having  finished  its  equivalent. 

The  satisfactory  completion  of  all  required  work  is  necessary  for 
graduation.  *

DESCRIPTION  OF  COURSES 

Agriculture 

Agriculture  (a)— First  Year  College  Preparatory.  This  is  a  brief 
course  in  agriculture,  maintained  for  those  students  who,  for  valid  rea- 
sons may  be  behind  on  agriculture,  but  who  may  be  able  to  qualify  other- 
wise for  First  Year  College  Preparatory.     Time  five  hours  per  week. 

Agriculture  (b) — First  Year  Vocational  Agriculture.  This  course  in 
agriculture  is  an  antecedent  to  Animal  Husbandry(b),  and  is  maintained 
for  the  purpose  of  teaching,  among  other  things,  Farm  Bookkeeping  and 
the  business  side  of  farming.  Each  student  will  be  assigned  a  project, 
and  a  strict  account  of  the  cost  from  preparation  of  soil  for  seed  to  har- 
vest will  be  required  to  be  kept.  This  course  pre-supposes  a  knowledge 
of  Agriculture  (a),  and  is  eligible  only  to  those  who  have  completed  (a) 
or  its  equivalent.  References:  Robert's  Business  Hand-book,  Bexell's 
Farm  Accounts,  Duggar's  Southern  Field  Crops. 

Animal  Husbandry 

Animal  Husbandry  (a)— Second  Year  College  Preparatory.  This  is  a 
course  on  General  Animal  Husbandry,  wherein  the  students  are  made 
familiar  with  the  life,  habits,  breeding,  feeding,  care  and  management 

*  See  General  Regulations,  page  13—18. 
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of  our  domestic  animals;  especially  those  varieties  that  are  of  perma- 
nent economic  value  to  the  average  farm  home.  Text:  Together  with 
numerous  notes  and  Bulletins. 

Animal  Husbandry  (b)— Second  Year  Vocational  Agriculture.  This 
course  in  animal  husbandry  is  limited  to  project  work  in  swine  and  poul- 
try husbandry.  The  plan  being  to  assign  each  male  student  a  pig  project 
and  each  female  student  a  poultry  project.  In  this  connection  the  prin- 
ciples of  simple  bookkeeping  are  taught.  Each  pupil  being  required  to 
render  a  cost  accounting  in  connection  with  his  project.  Texts:  Watson's 
Farm  Poultry  and  Coburn's  Swine  Husbandry,  with  numerous  notes  and 
Bulletins. 

Civics 

Garner's  Higher  Civics  is  prescribed  for  the  Senior  Preparatory 
Class.  Five  hours  a  week,  third  term.  The  chief  aim  of  this  course  is 
to  make  good  citizens  by  giving  them  a  clear  exposition  of  the  great 
principles  of  the  Constitution  and  a  working  knowledge  of  the  nature 
and  operation  of  our  government.  Regular  text  book  work  is  supple- 
mented by  collateral  reading  and  discussions  of  assigned  topics. 

English 

The  particular  result  to  be  sought  in  the  English  Course  are:  (1) 
command  of  correct  and  clear  English,  spoken  and  written;  (2)  ability  to 
read  with  accuracy,  intelligence,  and  appreciation. 

a.  Composition  and  Rhetoric— Elementary  study  of  units,  coherence 
and  emphasis;  paragraph  development,  short  themes,  punctuation,  cap- 
italization, spelling,  grammatical  forms,  sentence  analysis.     (3.) 

Literature— Irving's  The  Sketchbook;  George  Eliot's  Silas  Marner; 
Scott's  The  Lady  of  the  Lake.     (2)     First  year. 

b.  Composition  and  Rhetoric— Letter  writting,  elementary  study  of 
narration  description,  exposition  and  argument;  short  themes;  review  of 
Grammar.     (3) 

Literature— Shakespeare's  As  You  Like  It;  Dicken's  A  Tale  of  Two 
Cities;  Arnold's  Sohrab  and  Rustum.     (2)     Second  year. 

c.  Composition  and  Rhetoric — Word  choice,  word  derivation,  sen- 
tence and  paragraph  structure,  short  themes  of  about  500  words  in 
length.     (2) 

Literature— For  study — Milton's  L'Allegro,  LL  Penseroso  and  Comus, 
Washington's  Farewell  Address,  Webster's  First  Bunker  Hill  Oration, 
and  Lincoln's  Gettysburg  Address. 

For  reading— Shakespeare's  Merchant  of  Venice,  Addison  &  Steele's 
The  Sir  Roger  de  coverley  Papers.     (3)     Third  year. 

d.  Composition  and  Rhetoric — Careful  study  of  the  essential  prop- 
erties of  style,  figures  of  speech,  metrical  forms;  frequent  themes.    (2) 

Literature— For  study— Shakespeare's  Hamlet;  Carlyle's  Essay  on 
Burns,  and  Selected  Poems. 

For  Reading— Coleridge's  The  Ancient  Mariner;  Tennyson's  The 
Coming  of  Authur;  Oareth  and  Lynette;  Lancelot  and  Elaine;  The  Passing 
of  Authur.     (3)     Fourth  year. 
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A  list  for  further  reading  based  upon  the  college  entrance  require- 
ments may  be  found  in  the  Library. 

Claxton  and  McGinnis'  Effective  English  is  used  as  a  textbook  in 
Composition  and  Rhetoric  throughout  the  four  years,  with  Wooley's 
Handbook  of  Expresoion  as  a  guide  in  Fourth  Year. 

Oral  Expression 

a.  Vocalization,  pronunciation,  enunciation,  practice  in  delivery  of 
memorized  selections.     (1)     First  year. 

b.  Correction  of  speech  defects,  study  and  practice  in  phonetics, 
pronunciation;  voice  cultivation,  oral  reading,  oral  composition,  delivery 
of  memorized  selections.     (1)     Second  year. 

c.  Continuation  of  (b),  with  instruction  in  speech  organization  and 
debating;  vocabulary  building.     (1)     Third  year. 

d.  Oral  reading  and  delivery  of  memorized  selections,  exposition  on 
current  events,  dramatization,  vocabulary  building,  parliamentary  prac- 
tice, memorizing  and  delivery  of  carefully  prepared  compositions.  (1) 
Fourth  year. 

HISTORY 

History  (a)— Modern  World  is  the  text  book  used.  As  its  name  im- 
plies, it  places  much  stress  upon  recent  history.  However,  the  essential 
facts  concerning  the  political  history,  the  religion,  literature,  character, 
etc. ,  of  the  nations  of  the  East  are  carefully  considered.  Note  books  and 
a  fair  knowledge  of  current  events  are  required.  Prescribed  for  First 
Year  Preparatory  students.    Four  hours  a  week  for  three  terms. 

History  (b)— Higher  History  of  U.  S.  This  course  is  prescribed  for 
Senior  Preparatory  Class.  Five  hours  a  week.  The  course  consists  of 
lectures  and  required  reading  based  upon  the  text.  Particular  attention 
is  called  to  the  steady  growth  of  the  splendid  institutions  of  the  U.  S. 
as  a  result  of  the  stamina  of  her  people.  No  attempt  is  made  to  burden 
the  mind  of  the  student  with  minor  details,  but  to  stress  the  more  dis- 
tinctive features  of  the  text,  and  thereby  bring  out  the  attractiveness 
as  well  as  the  importance  of  the  study  of  history.  To  invite  and  foster 
the  spirit  of  historical  investigation,  the  association  of  historical  events, 
and  the  frequent  discussion  of  current  history  are  advised.  The  read- 
ing of  standard  works  on  history,  and  the  biography  of  historical  char- 
acters are  encouraged.      Class  note  books  are  required. 

Horticulture 

(a)  Principles  of  Gardening— Third  Year  College  Preparatory.  In 
this  course  the  aim  is  to  familiarize  the  student  with  the  basic  principles 
of  economic  gardening.  The  work  includes  lectures  and  practice  work 
on  the  management  of  hot-beds,  cold  frames,  mulches,  smudges,  and  the 
like;  seed-bed  preparation,  planting,  transplanting,  fertilizing,  care  and 
cultivating;  harvesting  drying  or  curing,  and  canning.  In  this  connec- 
tion the  principles  of  cost  accounting  are  inculcated  by  having  each  8tu- 
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dent  do  garden  book-keeping  on  the  planting,  cultivation,  harvesting, 
and  marketing  of  the  various  products  grown. 

Text:   Lippincott's  "Vegetable  Growing,"  Bulletins. 

Lectures  or  recitations,  five,  forty-five  min.  hours  per  week. 

Laboratory  or  practice,  three,  sixty  min.  hours  per  week. 

(b)  Principles  of  Fruit  Growing. — Fourth  Year  College  Prepara- 
tory. Here  the  principles  of  seeding,  grafting,  budding,  spraying,  and 
prunning  of  fruit  tress  are  taught,  together  with  methods  of  picking, 
selecting,  packing  and  canning. 

Lectures  or  recitations,  five,  forty-five  min.  hours  per  week. 

Laboratory  or  practice,  three,  sixty  min.  hours  per  week. 

Text:    Bailey's  Principles  of  Fruit  Growing;  Bulletins. 

Latin 

(a)  Second  Year  Preparatory— Five  hours  a  week.  Special  atten- 
tion is  given  to  pronunciation,  inflection,  the  fundamental  principles  of 
syntax  and  simple  Latin  prose  composition.  Textbook :  Essentials  of 
Latin,  Pearson. 

(b)  Nepos  and  Ceasar. — Third  Year  Preparatory.  Five  hours  a 
week.  Selections  and  Caesar's  Gallic  War.  Books  I  and  II.  Textbook: 
Junior  Latin  Book,  Rolfe  and  Vennison. 

(c)  Cicero— Senior  Preparatory  Year.  Five  hours  a  week.  Five 
Orations  and  Prose  Composition.     Bennett. 

Mathematics 

(a)  Mathematics  for  the  College  Preparatory  Department  will  in- 
clude for  the  first  term  of  first  year,  Weidenhamer's  Mental  Arithmetic 
completed,  with  selected  problems  from  Standard  Higher  Arithmetic. 
The  first  and  second  terms  of  first  year  will  include  §  units  of  work  in 
Wells  and  Harts  Algebra  from  the  beginning  to  page  140. 

(b)  The  second  year's  work  will  begin  at  page  140  and  cover  a  unit 
of  work  to  page  280  in  same  text. 

(c)  The  work  of  the  Third  Year  College  Preparatory  will  begin  at 
page  280  in  Well's  Higher  School  Algebra  and  embrace  a  unit  or  year's 
work,  thoroughly  completing  the  book. 

(d)  The  work  of  the  Preparatory  Fourth  Year  will  begin  in  Well's 
and  Hart's  Plane  Geometry,  completing  §  of  a  unit  or  first  four  books; 
special  stress  being  placed  upon  all  propositions  and  problems  to  be  done 
by  the  pupils. 

Science 

Science  (a) — Agricultural  Botany.  Third  term.  Three  hours  a  week 
in  class  room  and  two  hours  a  week  laboratory  or  field  work.  The  object 
of  this  course  is  to  instill  a  knowledge  and  love  of  nature;  by  cultivating 
the  habits  of  observation  and  study,  the  student  learns  much  of  the 
structure  and  growth  of  plants,  their  flowers,  fruits  and  seeds.  Students 
are  taught  by  the  use  of  the  manual  to  classify  and  identify  plants,  and 
thus  become  familiar  with  the  flora  of  their  respective  communities. 
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Science  (b)— Physical  Geography.  First  Year  Preparatory.  First 
and  second  terms,  five  hours  a  week.  The  object  of  this  course  is  ex- 
pressed in  the  following  quotation  from  the  author  of  Maury's  Physical 
Geography,  the  text  book  used:  "It  has  been  one  of  the  great  aims  of 
the  author  of  this  book  to  prepare  its  readers  and  students  to  understand 
and  take  an  intelligent  interest  in  this  noble  science  and  especially  to 
awaken  in  the  minds  of  the  young,  that  spirit  of  observation  and  patient 
inquiry  which  has  already  won  from  Nature,  so  many  of  her  most  hidden 
secrets." 

Science  (c)— Biology.  Third  Year  Preparatory.  This  course  con- 
templates a  full  year's  work  in  First  Year  Biology.  It  embraces  a  study 
of  the  forms,  special  adaptations  to  environment,  physiological  and  re- 
productive functions  of  plants  and  animals,  their  relationship  each  to 
the  other,  and  to  the  human  family.  The  subject  is  taken  up  in  the 
following  order: 

1.  Animal  Biology  in  general,  from  September  to  November,  inclu- 
sive. 

2.  Human  Biology,  in  its  hygienic  aspects,  stressing  especially  the 
importanae  of  proper  food,  air,  exercise,  clothing  and  rest,  is  studied 
during  December  and  January. 

c.  Plant  Biology,  in  general,  from  February  to  April. 

d.  Animal  Biology,  special,  is  conducted  so  as  to  concern  itself 
with  the  various  characteristic  specimens  of  the  local  environment. 

Three  hours  per  week,  forty-five  minutes  lecture  or  recitation. 

Two  hours  per  week,  ninety  minutes  laboratory. 

Text:    Hunter's  Civic  Biology. 

Science  (d)— Second  Year  Vocational  Agriculture. 

Industrial  Chemistry  (1)— This  is  an  elementary  course.  It  is  de- 
signed to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  14  elements  chiefly  concerned 
with  ordinary  plants  of  the  farm  and  garden,  with  their  simpler  combi- 
nations, and  of  their  economic  importance  to  feeds  and  fertilizers.  It 
aims  to  familiarize  the  student  with  the  inherent  nature  of  acids,  basis, 
and  salts,  and  of  their  relation  each  to  the  other.  The  Law  of  Definite 
and  of  Multiple  proportions,  Valence,  and  the  principles  involved  in  the 
understanding  and  writing  out  the  simple  reactions  are  made  familiar 
to  the  students,  and  the  means  of  isolating  and  testing  for  the  common 
elements. 

Organic  Chemistry  (2)— In  this  the  aim  is  to  familiarize  the  student 
with  certain  organic  compounds  such  as  the  sugars,  starches,  resins, 
gums,  fats,  proteids,  etc.,  their  component  elements  and  their  relative 
value!

Agriculture  Correlated  with  the  Grammar  Grade  Subjects 

As  a  complement  to  the  Teacher-Training  Course  in  Vocational  Agri- 
culture, and  as  a  necessary  adjunct  to  it,  the  first  two  years  of  the  Cul- 
tural and  Disciplinary  courses,  including  the  subjects  corresponding  to 
the  Sixth  and  Seventh  Grades  of  the  States'  prescribed  course  for  the 
Common  Schools,  have  been  taken  over  into  the  department  of  Vo- 
cational Agricultural  Education  to  be  used  as  a  practice  school  for  the 
students  taking  Teacher-Training  in  Vocational  Agriculture. 

During  these  years,  in  order  that  the  Teacher-Training  group  shall 
have  an  opportunity  to  do  practice-teaching  in  Vocational  Agriculture, 
such  as  they  will  be  expected  to  do  after  finishing  their  course,  the  sub- 
jects of  English,  Arithmetic,  Geography,  History,  Drawing,  etc,  are 
carefully  inter-woven  and  correlated  with  the  subject  of  Agriculture  so 
that  each  of  these  subjects  shall  have  a  definite  and  concrete  bearing 
upon  the  practical  problems  arising  in  the  every-day  life  of  the  great 
majority  of  the  students  composing  these  grades,  since  a  majority  of 
them  are  from  farm  homes.

DESCRIPTION  OF  COURSES 

Teacher-Training  Course  in  Vocational  Agriculture 

This  is  a  course  of  studies  placed  in  the  Institution  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Smith-Hughes  Law,  to  fill  a  long  felt  want  in 
the  special  preparation  of  teachers  for  effectively  teaching  the  subject 
of  Agriculture  in  the  rural  schools. 

This  is  a  Professional  Course  covering  the  last  two  years  of  High 
School  work  and  the  first  two  years  in  College,  and  designed  to  thorough- 
ly equip  teachers  for  this  important  field  of  service  to  our  state  and  na- 
tion. Registrants  finishing  this  course  will  be  given  a  special  certificate, 
which  under  certain  provisions  of  the  State  law  exempts  them  from 
examination  as  teachers  in  the  State. 

Students  desiring  to  enter  this  course  must  have  covered  two  years 
of  High  School  work  and  present  Credits  to  the  amount  of  seven  and 
one-half  units. 

Home  Economics 

It  is  the  aim  of  this  department  to  give  to  the  girls  of  the  rural 
districts  and  small  towns  of  Mississippi  and  other  states  a  thorough 
training  in  Home  Economics  and  to  fit  them  for  the  responsibilities 
that  must  devolve  upon  them  in  whatever  sphere  of  life  they  may 
move;  whether  as  home-makers  for  themselves  or  in  domestic  ser- 
vice as  a  livelihood.  The  course  includes  four  years  training  in  cook- 
ing and  preparation  of  meals,  plain  sewing,  dressmaking  and  home 
decoration;   hand  and  machine  laundering. 
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*5osne  Economics— a 

(1)  Cooking — First  Year  Preparatory.  Four  hours  a  week.  Lec- 
tures and  practice  in  cooking.     Textbook:   Greer,  Divisions  1  to  5. 

(2)  Plain  Sewing — Includes  the  making  of  men's  and  children's 
clothes  and  other  ornamental  articles.  Exercises  are  given  on  bast- 
ing, stitching,  overcasting,  hemming,  gathering,  etc.  Lectures  and 
practice  four  hours  a  week. 

(3)  Laundering — The  aim  of  this  department  is  to  teach  boys  and 
girls  the  art  of  doing  first  class  hand  and  mechanical  laundering  and 
thereby  give  them  a  substantial  weapon  with  which  to  become  bread 
winners  for  themselves  and  a  greater  domestic  value  to  their  state. 

The  course  includes  the  study  of  steam  engineering,  plumbing, 
lacing  belts,  care  of  machinery,  scientific  washing,  water,  alkalies, 
soaps,  bleaching,  blues,  starches,  acids  and  formulas,  simple  analyti- 
cal and  appl  d  chemistry,  operating  machines,  hand  ironing  of  shirts, 
stock,  style,  counting  in  soiled  linens,  assorting,  renovating  of  gar- 
ments, and  formulas.

WUHSE-TSAINIWG 

The  College  operates  an  infirmary  and  nurse  training  school  under 
the  general  supervision  of  the  College  Physician,  and  under  the 
immediate  charge  of  a  trained"  nurse. 

Applicants   for   training   in   this   Department   are   desired   who   can 
give   their  whole   time   to  the   work,  and   must  be  at  least  eighteen 
years  old,  and  prepare  to  pass  an  examination  for  the  First  Year  College 
Preparatory  work  in  the  regular  College  course. 
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The  students  will  have  the  care  and  assistant  management  of  the 
entire  Infirmary,  consisting  of  wards,  rooms  and  diet  kitchen  service. 

Students  of  this  Department  must  come  prepared  to  purchase  at  the 
College  four  suits  of  Hospital  uniform,  six  aprons,  six  collars,  six  pairs 
of  cuffs,  buttons,  etc.  In  addition  to  the  Hospital  uniform,  they  must 
have  a  regular  school  dress  of  serge  skirt  and  white  waist. 

The  Course  consists  of  three  full  school  years  in  Hospital  and 
class  room  work. 

FARM  MECHANICS

Recognizing  Agriculture  as  one  of  the  prime  fields  of  endeavor 
for  which  this  institution  stands,  in  seeking  to  give  direction  to  the 
energies  of  its  students,  it  has  been  the  policy  of  this  institution  to 
see  to  it  that  all  of  its  students  have  at  least  the  fundamental  of  this 
important  calling. 

To  thnt  end  as  soon  as  the  student  reaches  the  Preparatory 
Grades  where  it  is  fair  to  presume  that  he  can  intelligently  compre- 
hend the  simplest  text  on  the  subject,  he  is  required  to  begin,  both 
practically  and  theoretically,  the  study  of  Agriculture. 
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This  course,  proper,  embraces  four  years  of  study  and  investiga- 
tion of  the  fundamental  laws  and  principles  underlying  successful 
crop  and  animal  production,  together  with  the  practical  application, 
in  classroom,  laboratory  and  field,  of  those  principles. 

Students  desiring  to  pursue  this  course  must  pass  an  examina- 
tion showing  themselves  sufficiently  advanced  in  their  academic 
work  to  enter  our  Third  Year  Preparatory. 

It  is  the  aim  in  finishing  students  in  this  course  to  give  them 
such  rounded  conceptions  of  the  dignity  of  labor  and  of  farm  labor 
in  particular,  and  such  a  knowledge  of  the  scientific  principles  under- 
lying their  calling  as  will  enable  them  to  go  forth  with  a  reasonable 
measure  of  confidence  in  their  ability  to  succeed  at  it,  and  imbued 
with  a  love  for  its  educative,  softening  and  refining  influences  upon 
the  race,  to  the  end  that  in  whatever  community  it  may  fall  their  lots 
to  reside,  they  may  be  enthusiastic  teachers  and  leaders  in  this  par- 
ticular field  of  endeavor,  and  a  standing  inspiration  to  the  agricul- 
tural interests  of  their  several  communities. 

Students  satisfactorily  finishing  the  several  branches  prescribed 
in  this  course,  and  for  whom  the  records  show  a  minimum  of  an  aver- 
age of  5  hours  per  week  of  practical  work  in  this  department,  for  the 
four  years  through  which  the  course  extends,  will  be  granted  a  Cer- 
tificate of  Proficiency  in  Agriculture. 

££qtiMg»meitt  for  Practical  Work 

Students  get  practical  knowledge  and  experience  by  working  on  the 
farm,  caring  for  stock,  etc.;  also  practical  lessons  in  hillside  ditching, 
draining,  circling  of  land,  marking,  spraying  and  castrating  animals. 

The  College  owns  25  head  of  mules  and  horses,  a  variety  of  vehicles, 
a  herd  of  Jersey  cattle,  and  a  supply  of  farming  implements  for  the 
use  of  the  students.  Also,  a  herd  of  Poland  China  and  Berkshire  hogs 
and  Red  Pollard  cattle,  together  with  a  mixed  herd  of  pronounced  beef 
breeds. 

Crops  of  Corn,  Oats,  Millet,  Wheat,  Peas,  Potatoes,  Garden  Vege- 
tables and  Fruits  are  produced  by  the  students. 

Dairying: 

G.  W.  IRWIN,  Professor. 

The  Dairy  has  been  strengthened  and  enlarged  by  the  addition 
of  new  blooded  stock,  and  other  equipment  and  appliances,  thus 
enabling  the  student  to  get  a  much  more  thorough  training  in  the 
science  and  practice  of  Dairying  than  ever  before. 

Students  finishing  the  several  branches  prescribed  for  our  regu- 
lar Agricultural  Course,  and  for  whom  the  records  show  an  average 
minimum  of  20  hours  per  week  for  the  three  years  through  which  the 
course  extends,  will  be  granted  a  Certificate  of  Proficieney  in  Dairy 
Husbandry. 
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Horticulture 

One  of  the  great  lessons  of  the  war,  and  one  which  most  people, 
we  think,  will  not  soon  forget,  was  the  great  importance  of  all  peo- 
ple, and  especially  rural,  knowing  how  to  make  a  garden;  and  this 
department  has,  for  that  reason  a  new  significance,  in  order  to  meet 
the  demands  made  upon  it  by  reason  of  the  new  conditions. 

"he  students  will  Lave  tae  care  and  management  of  a  ten-acre 
orchard  planted  in  orchard  fruits,  small  fruits  and  grapes,  thus  giving 
them  theoretical  and  practical  work  in  Horticulture.  Pruning,  grafting, 
spraying,  gathering  and  marketing  of  fruits  will  be  learned  with  the 
work. 

Instruction  is  also  given  in  location  of  garden  and  orchard,  draining 
of  garden,  making  and  management  of  hot  beds,  cold  frames,  care  of 
green  house,  different  methods  of  propagating  plants,  propagation  and 
culture  of  forest  trees. 

Market  Gardening 

Fourteen  acres  of  fine  trucking  land  have  been  set  apart  for  the 
raising  of  vegetables,  such  as  are  needed  at  the  College,  and  for  ship- 
ping to  nearby  towns.  Students  do  all  this  work,  and  the  most  practi- 
cal and  profitable  experience  is  acquired  in  the  growing  of  crops, 
gardening  under  glass  and  shipping  the  products.  Also  practical 
lessons  are  given  on  hillside  ditching,  draining,  terracing,  circling  land 
landscaping  and  making  of  fertilizers. 

Owing  to  the  number  of  students  and  the  scarcity  of  room,  the 
students  who  work  in  this  department  are  divided  into  sections,  each 
section  working  one  day  in  each  week  and  as  many  evenings  in  the| 
week  as  the  work  of  the  department  demands. 

Floriculture  and  Practical  Landscaping 

The  teaching  of  these  subjects  is  made  objective,  rather  than  theo- 
retical. Under  the  direction  of  the  chairman  of  the  Civic  League,  each 
class  in  the  institution  is  given  a  plot  and  instructed  in  the  art  of 
making  artistic  flower  beds,  beautifying  grounds,  etc.  The  aim  is  to 
give  workable,  rather  than  a  technical,  knowledge  of  flowers  and  their 
culture. 

Plotting,  sodding  and  the  laying  out  of  walks  are  also  taught,  so 
that  the  student  will  be  prepared  to  make  beautiful  and  attractive  his 
own  home  when  he  leaves  school. 

Students  finishing  the  several  branches  laid  down  in  our  regular 
Agriculturaal  Course  and  for  whom  the  records  show  credits  for  hav- 
ing put  in  a  minumum  of  an  average  of  20  hours  per  week  of  practical 
work  in  this  Department,  for  the  three  years  through  which  the  course 
runs,  will  be  granted  a  Certificate  of  Proficiency  in  Horticulture. 

Students  qualifying  for  this  course  must  meet  the  requirements 
for  Third  Year  College  Preparatory. 
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SCHOOL  OF  MANUAL  ART 

DOMESTIC    SCIENCE 

Since  no  agricultural  course  would  be  complete  that  failed  to  take 
cognizance  of  the  home,  its  immediate  environments,  and  the  things 
that  make  for  its  elevation  and  purification,  our  course  in  Agriculture 
here  includes  a  two-year  course  in  Domestic  Science  and  Arts  for  girls.

It  is  the  aim  of  this  Department  to  give  the  girls  who  live  in  the 
rural  districts  and  small  towns  of  Mississippi  a  thorough  training  in 
Home  Economics,  to  fit  them  for  the  responsibilities  that  must  devolve 
upon  them,  for  the  future  welfare  of  the  citizenship  of  the  State  id 
whatever  walk  of  life  they  may  be  called,  whether  home  life,  or  an 
occupation  for  a  livelihood. 

PLAIN   SEWING  AND   DRESS-MAKING 

This  Department  provides  a  comprehensive  course  of  study  in  those 
branches  which  are  related  to  healthful  and  appropriate  clothing  of 
the  body,  and  to  household  decoration.  Such  study  leads  to  healthful 
living  and  to  the  cultivation  of  good  taste  and  wise  economy;  and  also 
abundantly  supplements  the  education  required  in  the  other  depart- 
ments of  the  College. 

This  department  is  open  to  all  girls,  and  each  girl  must  provide  her 
thimble,  needles,  tracing  wheel,  tapeline,  scissors  and  material  for  all 
class  work. 

To  receive  a  certificate  from  this  department,  a  girl  must  com- 
plete the  College  Preparatory  Course. 
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The  courses  now  given  are:  Plain  Sewing,  Dressmaking,  Art 
Needle-work  and  Millinery. 

Plain  Sewing 

FIBST  YEAB. 

Exercises  are  given  in  basting,  stitching,  overcasting,  hemming, 
gathering  and  other  sewing  stitches.  Each  girl  in  this  year's  class 
must  furnish,  besides  the  necessary  articles  named  above,  a  note 
book,  material  for  two  aprons  and  a  sewing  bag.,  Only  hand -work 
this  year. 

SECOND  YEAB. 

Models,  bring  out  darning,  the  three  patches,  joining  and  setting 
in  and  on  of  laces,  various  seams  and  hemstitching  are  a  part  of  this 
year's  work,  besides  the  making  of  underwaists  and  underskirts. 

THIBD  YEAB. 

Models  continued.  The  making  of  dainty  children's  clothes  and 
a  man's  shirt.    General  talks  along  the  line  of  textiles. 

Dress-Making. 

FIBST  YEAB. 

Text:  "Textiles  and  Clothing."  Drafting,  estimating  for  tucks 
and  gathers,  cutting,  fitting  and  making  of  drafted  undergarments, 
also  the  making  of  some  lingerie  dresses. 

SECOND  YEAB. 

"Textiles  and  Clothing" — continued.  Drafting,  embroidering  and 
making  of  a  white  linen  shirt-waist  suit.  Making  of  one  dress  of 
woolen  material  and  general  talks  on  sewing  texts  and  management 
of  sewing  classes. 

LAUNDERING. 

A  Steam  Laundry  has  been  established  in  connection  with  the  institu- 
tion, to  be  under  a  competent  instructor,  wherein  our  girls  will  be 
taught  the  art  of  competent  hand  laundering.  This  Department  will 
fill  a  long-felt  want  in  the  thorough  equipment  of  our  girls  for  the 
duties  of  life,  as  it 'not  only  fits  them  for  fulfilling  more  completely 
the  demands  to  be  made  upon  them  as  daughters,  sisters,  wives  and 
mothers,  but  it  gives  them  a  substantial  weapon  with  which  to  become 
bread  winners  for  themselves  and  of  greater  domestic  value  to  their 
State. 

Tbe  aim  of  this  Department  is  to  teach  boys  and  girls  the  art  of 
doing  first-class  hand  and  mechanical  laundering.  The  following  sub- 
jects are  taught:  Steam  Engineering,  Plumbing,  Lacing  Belts,  Care  of 
Machinery,  Scientific  Washing,  Water,  Alkalies,  Soaps,  Bleaching, 
Blues,  Starches,  Acids  and  Formulas,  Simple  Analytical  and  Applied 
Chemistry,  Operating  Machines,  Hand  Ironing  of  Shirts,  Stock  Style 
Counting  in  Soiled  Linens  and  Sorting,  Renovating  of  Garments  and 
Formulas. 
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Each  student  is  required  to  bring  two  night  robes  and  two  soiled 
clothe*  bags. 

CARPENTRY 

This  Department  embraces  Carpentry,  Cabinet,  Brick  and  Tin  Work. 
It  is  well  organized,,  is  doing  a  very  effective  work.  Its  equipment 
consists  of  supply  work  benches  and  sets  of  tools  for  the  same.  It 
is  supplied  with  a  turning  lathe,  circular,  rip  saw,  scroll  saw,  two 
mortising  and  boring  machines.  The  students  are  taught  to  use  the 
above  machines,  but  special  attention  is  given  to  hand  work. 

It  is  not  undertaken  to  turn  out  in  three  years  master  mechanics, 
but  to  prepare  thoroughly  trained  carpenters  for  all  ordinary  work. 

Students  completing  this  course  will  receive  a  certificate  fo  the  effect. 
Course  of  Instruction.

BLACKSMITHING,     HORSE  -  SHOEING     AND    WHEELWRIGHTING 

The  aim  of  this  Departmet  is  to  train  practical  blacksmiths,  and 
with  this  end  in  view,  along  with  the  practice  work,  pedagogical 
lectures  are  given  the  students,  so  as  to  fit  them  to  become  proficient 
and,  if  necessary,  instructors  in  the  work. 

This  department  is  equipped  with  light  Buffalo  down  draft  forges 
and  the  latest  blacksmithing  machinery  to  be  had. 

A  Crain  combination  woodworker,  two  double  benches,  and  a  full 
assortment  of  tools  make  up  the  equipment  for  the  woodworkers' 
division. 


Course  of  Study. 

FIBST  YEAB. 

First  Term — Lectures  on  the  Forge  and  its  parts;  on  Tools,  their 
care  and  uses;  lectures  on  Iron  and  its  properties. 

Second  Term — Elementary  Exercises  in  the  use  of  the  Forge  and  In 
shaping  such  articles  as  staples,  hooks,  rings,  links  and  chains. 

Third  Term — Lectures  on  the  theory  of  welding;  Elementary  Work 
on  Welding,  such  as  straight  lap  welds,  eye,  bolts  and  rings. 

SECOND  YEAB. 

P'irst  Term — Demonstrations  in  welding,  band  welds,  jump  welds 
and  T  welds;  also  lectures  on  steel  and  its  points. 
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Second  Term — The  theory  of  tire  setting,  demonstrations  and  prac- 
tical lessons  in  tire  setting. 

Third  Term — Demonstrations  of  the  tire  bender;  tire  bending  and 
tire  welding.  Practical  lessons  in  tool  making;  elementary  exercises 
in  wheelwrighting. 

THIRD  YEAB. 

First  Term — Lessons  on  Axle  Welding;  setting  Axles  and  Skeins, 
Lectures  on  the  Anatomy  of  the  foot;  Elementary  Lessons  on  horse- 
shoeing. 

Second  Term — Wheel  Construction;  Discussions  on  the  iron  points 
of  vehicles;  Horseshoeing,  continued. 

Third  Term — Vehicle  body  making;  Lectures  and  Discussions  on  the 
wood  parts  of  the  vehicle;   Vehicle  construction;   Horseshoeing. 

FOURTH   YEAR. 

First  Term — Estimating  cost  of  building  vehicles;  Vehicle  building 
and   Horseshoeing   continued. 

Second  Term — Estimating  cost  of  building  vehicles;  Vehicle  build- 
ing; Horseshoeing. 

Third  Term — Estimating  cost  of  building  vehicles;  Vehicle  build- 
ing;  Horseshoeing,  continued. 

MANUAL     TRAINING. 

This  course  is  required  of  First,  Second  and  Third  Year  College 
Preparatory  students.  The  aim  is  to  give  each  individual  a  thorough 
technical  and  practical  knowledge  of  the  uses  of  woodworking  tools 
and  machinery. 

A  course  in  mechanical  drawing  is  given  in  connection  with  this 
work  in  which  emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  theory  of  projection  revo- 
lution, the  development  of  geometric  solids  and  working  drawings. 

Any.  student  above  the  Third  Year  College  Preparatory  may  elect 
this  course.  A  certificate  of  proficiency  will  be  given  to  any  student 
who  completes  the  prescribed  course. 

The  shop  is  equipped  with  the  following:  Circular  saw,  jointer, 
planer,  tenoner,  band  saw,  mortizer,  later  oil  grinder  and  twelve  well 
equipped  work  benches. 

Course  of  Study. 

FIRST   YEAR. 

Bench  work,  care  and  use  of  tools,  including  the  making  of  joints 
used  in  cabinet  making  and  saw  filing.  Instruction  is  given  in  cabi- 
net making,  farm  woodwork  and  wood  turning. 

Demonstration  and  shop  work,  six  hours  a  week.  Text  books 
essentials  on  wood  work.    Griffith  Mechanical  Drawing,  Bennett. 

SECOND    YEAR. 

This  course  includes  bench  and  machine  work,  with  emphasis 
placed  on  the  making  of  articles  of  practical  value  and  producing  effi- 
cient workmen.  Demonitration  and  shop  work,  ten  hours  each  week. 
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THIBD  YEAB. 

This  course  includes,  (a)  Millwork,  (b)  Mechanical  Drawing  and 
Furniture  Design,   (c)   Shop  Organization. 


DEPARTMENT    OF     PAINTING.. 
Course  of  Study. 

FIBST  YEAB. 

Namey,  uses  and  care  of  brushes  and  tools;  arrangement  and  care  of 
brushes  and  tools;  arrangement  and  care  of  shop;  roof  painting  and 
use  or  wan  Drusnes  on  weather  boarding;  applying  priming  and 
second  coats;  practice  in  trimming,  sand  papering  and  applying  lead 
coats. 

SECOND  YEAR. 

Puttying  and  applying  rough  stuff,  rubbing  rough  stuff  with  rubbing 
stone  and  water,  lessons  in  mixing  colors,  interior  work  with  inside 
colors,  use  of  ladders  and  swing  stage. 

Further  practice  in  applying  second  and  third  coats  to  exterior 
walls,  complete  course  in  farm  wagon  painting,  applying  colors  to 
buggies  and  first  coat  of  varnish  and  interior  work;  imitating  wain- 
scoting, graining  and  staining,  hard  oiling  and  first  lesson  in  fresco- 
ing; how  to  make  different  putties;  stripping  carriages;  cutting  glass 
and  glazing;  frosting  and  staining  glass;  rubbing  varnish  with  felt 
and  pumice  stone;  further  work  in  exterior  decorations;  advanced 
lessons  in  sign  writing,  gilding  and  glass  embossing. 

THIRD  YEAB. 

Applying  finishing  varnish  to  carriages;  fresco  painting  continued; 
practice  in  striping  and  ornamenting;  stencil  making;  bronzing  on 
wood;  iron  and  plaster  cast;  imitating  marble;  painting  in  distem- 
per; talks  on  cleanliness  in  working  and  manufacturing  of  pigments. 


DEPARTMENT     OF     SHOEMAKING     AND     LEATHER     INDUSTRY. 

Formerly  known  as  the  Shoe  Department,  was  added  to  the  College 
in  1894.  It  was  well  organized  and  equipped  with  a  full  supply  of 
tools  and  machines. 

The  special  feature  of  this  Department  is  the  making  and  repairing 
of  shoes,  but  students  are  given  instruction  daily  in  making  of 
harness,  leather  bags,  mail  pouches,  etc.,  according  to  demand  for 
serviceable  things  in  the  leather  line. 

Students  in  this  Department  are  classed  into  teams  of  four  each, 
with  an  advanced  student  as  leader,  all  being  under  the  general 
instruction  and  supervision  of  instructor  in  charge  of  the  Department. 
Course  of  Study. 

FIBST  YEAB. 

Learning  to  take  care  of  sh"op  and  tools,  make  ends,  sew  traces, 
straps;  sew  straight  seams  on  shoes,  nail  on  half  soles,  finish  or  polish, 
fine  repairing. 
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SECOND    YEAR. 

Putting  on  patches  (both  sewed  and  cemented);  half  soling  fine 
work  (nailed  and  sewed);  receiving  instruction  and  practice  in  sew- 
ing on  welts,  measuring,  repairing  old  heels  and  building  new  ones. 

THIBD  YEAB. 

Instruction  in  repairing  continued;  doing  first-class  repairing  and 
finishing  fine  new  work. 

Instruction  and  practice  given  in  cutting  stock  out  of  the  skin  to 
advantage,  classing  leather,  rounding  up  insoles  and  outsoles,  and 
lasting.  Instructions  also  given  in  estimating  cost  of  material,  measur- 
ing feet  and  fitting  up  lasts. 

No  work  leaves  the  shop  without  having  been  inspected  by  the 
instructor  in  charge. 

Students  finishing  this  course  to  the  satisfaction  of  instructor  in 
charge  will  be  given  a  certificate  of  proficiency. 


MUSIC 

We  recognize  Music  as  an  accomplishment  and  as  possessing  an 
educative  and  disciplinary  value,  and  to  the  end  that  these  may  form 
part  of  their  education,  it  has  been  arranged  that  those  who  desire 
m^y  find  opportunity  to  obtain  such  a  course  in  instrumental  and 
vocal  as  will  serve  them  for  all  practical  purposes. 

The  student  will  have  access  to  seven  pianos,  and  a  graded  course  of 
instruction  has  been  mapped  out,  taking  for  our  model  the  course  of 
other  leading  institutions,  adapting  them  to  our  purposes. 

The  College  furnishes  a  full  supply  of  brass  band  instruments,  to 
which  the  students  have  access  without  cost  to  them,  and  each  year  a 
well  selected  and  disciplined  band  is  organized  and  maintained  under 
a  competent  instructor. 

From  time  to  time  there  shall  be  lectures  given  on  the  History  of 
Music  and  the  lives  of  eminent  musicians,  hoping  thereby  that  a 
keener  interest  in  the  subject  might  be  developed,  and  that,  after 
learning  of  the,  hard  work  that  had  to  be  undergone  by  the  great 
masters,  the  student  may  gather  inspiration  and  encouragement  for 
his  work. 

Instruction  in  vocal  music  is  free.  Those  who  study  it  are  divided 
into  Primary,  Intermediate  and  Advanced  classes.  The  first  two 
named  study  the  rudiments  and  graded  lessons  in  music,  and  supply 
the  advanced  class,  which  composes  the  Choral  Club  of  the  school  and 
furnishes  music  for  all  purposes. 
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Department  of  Rural  Education 

(Extension  Work— R.   S.   Grossley,  B.   S.,  Director.) 

The  Extension  Work  Department  of  the  Alcorn  A.  &  M.  College 
was  established  in  1918  by  act  of  the  State  Legislature,  and  is  under 
the  direct  supervision  of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Education. 
The  work  of  this  department  embraces  the  following  line  of  activities: 

1.  The  improvement  of  rural  communities  by  stimulating  self- 
help  in  the  raising  of  moneys  for  the  building  and  improvement  of 
modern  rural  school-houses;  and  by  encouraging  the  adoption  of  the 
practice  of  thrift  and  the  principles  of  economy,  hygiene  and  sanita- 
tion; and,  thru  educational  and  other  campaigns,  bringing  about  gen- 
eral home,  school  and  community  improvement. 

2.  The  aiding  in  connecting  up  the  farm  life  of  the  colored  farm- 
ers of  the  State  with  the  Agricultural  College,  where  sound  business 
principles  are  in  practice  on  the  farm  and  gardens  of  the  College  and 
where  an  increasing  number  of  the  farmers  of  the  State  come  from 
year  to  year  to  find  help  on,  and  solutions  for  many  of  their  own 
farm  problems. 

The  Annual  Farmers'  Conference  is  held  at  the  Institution  dur- 
ing the  Winter  Term  At  this  conference  farmers  from  varions  parts 
of  the  State  gather,  and  are  given  an  opportunity  to  report  on  con- 
ditions in  their  respective  communities  as  they  actually  exist.  Here, 
too,  they  discuss  fully  and  freely  their  successes  and  their  failures, 
their  triumphs  and  their  defeats,  together  with  the  methods  they  em- 
ployed, or  which  are,  or  may  be  employed  to  improve  their  several 
communities. 

Thru  this  department  more  than  $300,000  has  been  expended  for 
the     improvement  of  rural  schools  within  the  past  two  years. 


ATHLETICS 

The  Athletics  are  in  the  hands  of  a  teacher  and  efforts  are  being  made 
by  the  Faculty  to  put  them  on  a  footing  with  those  of  the  leading 
colleges  of  the  country.  Interclass  and  intercollegiate  matches  are 
encouraged.  The  aim  is  to  increase  the  bodily  vigor,  the  quickness  of 
vision  and  intellect  of  the  student,  encourage  honesty  in  dealing  with 
others  as  well  as  give  the  college  advertisement  abroad.  There  is 
also  a  healthful,  social  and  friendly  spirit  begotten  through  these 
matches.
